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The Students’ Union was expected to collapse 
last month following the surprise resignation 
of every single student councillor, but weeks 
later pretty much no one has noticed any 
change at all.

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Widespread panic hit campus last week fol- 
lowing a message from the U of A Emergency 
Notification System warning that German 
artillery was pushing through the Ardennes 
on its way towards Paris and urging readers to 
stay indoors until further notice.

“This 
is worse than the time the system warned 
me that General Stephen Van Rensselaer was 
bringing his forces towards Lake Erie.”

Emergency message arrives, 70 years late 


Some students pointed out that other forms 
of media covered the events in a much bet- 
ter and timely fashion as it unfolded, such as 
telegraphs and paper encyclopedias. 

“I personally only heard this second-hand 
from my HIST 296 professor,” mentioned a 
second-year Arts major, who wanted to re- 
main anonymous.

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Despite evidence of drug operations 
and dangerous cult activity, student 
representatives are still upholding 
their claim that Lister Hall is a safe 
space for students to live. 

After an unknown resident leaked 
video footage of the activities to You- 
Tube, an inspection of the residence 
halls showed proof one entire floor 
in Schaffer had been transformed 
into a crack den where millions of 
dollars worth of cocaine was being 
produced.

Lister Hall Students’ Association 
(LHSA) Presdent Smellick Fartin’ 
was “blindsided” by the changes, 
and called these sacrifices and drug 
operations a “key element” of Lister 
culture.

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“I really don’t see the problem; 
the drug operations have brought in 
a huge amount of revenue to create 
a better Lister that’s made residents 
feel more comfortable,” he said.

Fartin’ said the $10 million gener- 
ated from the drugs has been used 
to bring an open bar and trampoline 
to each floor, and they were just get- 
ting ready to save enough to builda 
rollercoaster system throughout the 
residence. 

“We were even hoping to set up 
a designated rave space on the top 
floor ... man, that place would've 
been bitchin’,” he said. 

Theuniversity refuses to make any 
concessions on the changes, with 
students set to protest next week by 
writing post-it note complaints to 
the university president. Students 
living outside Lister continue to 
have absolutely no idea why every- 
one involved in this whole situation 
is doing what they’re doing.

The road to revolution was fraught 
with landmines.

Every once ina while, he would also 
add flashy graphics offering sweep- 
ing, oversimplified ideas to solve the 
political issue at hand. 

“Every time this one page I follow 
posted an image that totally uncov- 
ered what I take to be the worst rac- 
ism since the Holocaust, I felt like I 
had to share it with everyone else,” he 
explained. 

“That counts as activism, right?” 

Cumberbatch was also spotted 
sharing images that needlessly 
compared the plight of a relatively 
privileged group of people with 
sexual and racial minorities, add- 
ing only the word “interesting” as 
commentary. 

But from those humble beginnings 
a revolutionary star was born, with 
Cumberbatch leading his entire class 


out to Quad. Thousands died, but 
that’s not really relevant because the 
idea of a revolution was sexy enough 
to justify needless slaughter on both 
sides. 

Following a bloodbath that will 
stain the snow on Quad for decades 
to come, the group began to oc- 
cupy the area, donning red hexa- 
gons that have something to do with 
“solidarity” — although nobody 
knows why. 

“IT felt like it was my duty as a 
straight white male to stand up for 
the LGBTQ community, every racial 
minority on campus and also women, 
and lead them to victory against this 
repressive regime,” Cumberbatch 
said.

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Uni goes all out on useless renos 
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Although CCIS opened barely a year 
ago, university president Indira Sa- 
maramoolah recently expressed 
disappointment with its current 
state, and has announced the facil- 
ity will immediately be receiving 
multi-million dollar renovations. 

Major changes include making 
the building at least three times 
bigger, papering each wall with 
hundreds of copies of rejected ISSS 
membership fee proposals and re- 
placing the entire 40,000-square- 
foot terrazzo floor mosaic with a 
new mosaic made up of thousands 
of images of sad Arts students. 

Smaller additions include con- 
structing a new Starbucks right next 
to the existing one, adding a second 
ply to the toilet paper currently fea- 
tured in each bathroom and install- 
ing permanent Glade Plug-Ins every 
few meters, set to regularly release a 
scent of self-righteousness. 

The decision to renovate CCIS 
evolved from concerns that the cur- 
rent design does not accurately re- 
flect the university's commitment to 
students in the Faculty of Science.

She noted that student feedback 
for the project has largely been 
positive, with the majority of sci-

Effective this spring, all students 
seeking candidacy in Students’ 
Union elections will be required to 
run onthe same platform, following 
a recent vote by Students’ Council. 

The proposal was pitched by the 
SU’s Eternal Review Committee, 
which is responsible for looking 
over election bylaws annually, ad 
nauseum. Committee chair Mad 
Dick Kumar said the proposal ad- 
dresses councillors’ concerns about 
dealing with the harsh realities of 
the real world.

Scientists lose hair over findings 
as rumours of tumours abound 


A-Dawg T-dizzle 
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It’s a shocking irony so unfortunate 
it’s certain to bring tears to men ev- 
erywhere: scientists last week an- 
nounced that moustaches have been 
linked to prostate cancer. 

A study published by the Cana- 
dian Cancer Society (CCS) has placed 
upper lip hair alongside smoking, 
chewing tobacco and sun-tanning 
beds as extremely harmful life choic- 
es. Following the release, Health 
Canada issued a warning calling for 
men to shave off their moustaches in 
a bid to save lives.

There’s re- 
ally no worse way these poor men 
could have gone about it.” 

Diver explained that researchers 
noticed a spike in diagnoses at the 
end of November, and suspected 
there might be something about that 
time of year. 

“I was reading this obscure Soviet 
study that discovered a connection 
between back hair and colon can- 
cer, and I thought maybe there was 
something similar going on here,” 
Diver continued, wistfully stroking 
his lip where, until recently, rested a 
bushy nest of testosterone. 

ThemechanismDiver’steamfound 
involves individual hairs themselves 


secreting cancer cells. Some of these 
cells enter men’s mouths during 
bouts of moustache-stroking, even- 
tually finding their way to and latch- 
ing onto their prostates. This also 
leads to cross-contamination: mere 
exposure to moustaches can increase 
the risk of cancer. Diver says time 
spent with friends and family boast- 
ing furry faces comes at a price. 

“A companion’s moustache may 
not look dangerous, but you might as 
well be outside on a hot summer day 
without the protection of sunblock 
or the ozone layer,” he explained. 

And the news has not only dis- 
heartened men. Many moustache- 
loving females have also expressed 
their dismay that men will have to 
start reining in their fuzzy friends. 

“This is the worst news since 
AIDS,” said third-year Education 
student Harriet Lipman. “I love me 
some facial hair. Rawrrrr.” 

While Diver says abstaining from 
facial hair exposure is the only 
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guaranteed preventative action, he 
warns certain styles of mustaches 
have been shown to increase the risk 
of cancer even further. 

“Anyone who's grown a fu man- 
chu, a toothbrush, a Hitler, a magi- 
cian or any form of pencil mustache 
are urged to go immediately to see 
their doctor,” he said. 

In a final stroke of bad news, any 
patchy or generally creepy looking 
moustache carries a much lower 
risk. Regardless, the study, which 
was peer-reviewed and found to be 
iron-clad, is sure to change society's 
view of moustaches and potentially 
end Movember once and for all. But 
as with any new scientific findings, 
there are sure to be hold-outs. 

‘Just like the introduction of seat- 
belt laws or the elimination of smok- 
ing in public places, we expect there 
to besome resistance to our findings, 
but the facts are facts,” he said.

Canofishi uses SU emergency

Councillors, when they finally asked 
themselves that very question, real- 
ized they were basically just wasting 
everybody’s time.

Edmonton area and developing two- 
handed touch football players at the 
UofA. 

“We have to realize that two-hand- 
ed touch football in CIS doesn’t start 
at the university level. We need to 
develop this sport from Edmonton’s 
grassroots and encourage young 
kids to compete,” Bears now two- 
handed touch football coach Chris 
Instead said. 

“We need to tell kids that it isn’t 
‘lame’ to play touch football instead 


of tackle, nor does doing so makes 
kids ‘wimps,’ or ‘wusses.’ That 
thought is a ridiculous and discrimi- 
natory notion that needs to change.” 

In exhibition action, this new 
Bears team defeated Calgary's top 
junior high athletes 48-17. 

The team unfortunately had to 
test their two-handed touch football 
strength against such a young team 
because the city’s high schools and 
universities laughed off the challenge, 
stating that they hadn't played football 


without tackling since grade nine.

“Tt’s all about rebuilding our team 
right now, but I think we have a 
bright future in whichever sport we 
choose to play.”
